[1] The invention described in claims 1 to 5 lacks 
novelty and* does not involve an inventive step in the 
light of document 1 cited in the international search 
report . 

Document 1 (examples 1 and 12) discloses a poultice 
. preparation that contains polyethylene glycol, 1-menthol, 
indomethacin, capsicum extract, and N-vanillyl-nonenamide - 

Thus, the invention described in the present claims 
1 to 5 is the same as the invention disclosed in document 

1 . 

[2] The invention described in claims 6 and 7 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of documents 1 and 

2 cited in the international search report. 

Document 1 does not make disclosures pertaining to 
the structure of the carrier body or the moisture 
permeability thereof. However, document 2 discloses a 
carrier body having a structure wherein a fibrous sheet is 
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disposed on both sides of a thermoplastic resin fiim, said 
carrier body having a moisture permeability of 10O to 4000 
g/ra 2 /24 hr. Further, document 2 also indicates that skin- 
stimulating properties and efficacy/adhesive properties 
are improved as a result of using said carrier body. Thus, 
a person skilled in the art could easily conceive of 
adapting the poultice preparation disclosed in document 1 
by using a three-layer structure provided with a 
thermoplastic resin film and fibrous sheets and giving the 
poultice a specified moisture permeability, as disclosed 
in document 2. 
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
